A WISE DECISION 

Decision of the city’s planning 
commission to revise its master 
or land use plan for Sierra Mad- 
re’s new zoning ordinance has 
met with universal approval. This 
has and probably will always con¬ 
tinue to be essentially a city of 
homes. There are times when we 
all wish there were more accomo¬ 
dations for tourists and winter 
visitors, but the building of many 
bungalow courts and apartment 
buildings would take away much 
of the homey, neighborly atmos¬ 
phere that, coupled with the na¬ 
tural beauty and quiet of the city, 
brings the sort of people we 
want to build homes and become 
Sierra Madreans. 

The planning commission’s de¬ 
termination to zone nearly all of 
the city for single family dwell¬ 
ings indicates An obvious desire 
to meet the public’s wishes 
and is commendable. It will 
be impossible to construct an or¬ 
dinance that will satisfy every¬ 
one. The greatest good for the 
whole community is the objective. 
If thi 3 policy i 3 adhered to, as 
we believe it will be, great stim¬ 
ulus will be given the desire to 
own homes here that has caused 
home construction to more 
than double each year in the re- 
cent past. 

THE NEWS predicts that once 
the zoning ordinance is finally 
adopted, if the planning commis¬ 
sion and the city council steer 
true to the present course, there 
will be an unprecedented pro¬ 
gram of home buidling here on 
the part of local residents and by 
a most desirable class of new¬ 
comers who hesitate to build until 
zoning and building restrictions 
are such as to encourage home 
investments. 

It’s easy to own a home in a 
community like Sierra Madre now 
—easier than paying rent in 
many instances, with the govern¬ 
ment offering to guarantee long 
time loans for the purpose at 
very low rates of interest. 

There are many people, how¬ 
ever, who are a little nervous 
about owning their own, with all 
the bother of repair bills, leaky 
pipes, borrowing neighbors, and, 
of course, the monthly payments. 
If you should put the question 
to your neighbors who own their 
own home, you will be surprised 
to learn that: 

—A man finds security in 
owning bis own home; some¬ 
thing to fall back on in times 
of stress. He develops a height¬ 
ening of interest in civic affairs 
and feels the glowing warmth 
of community spirit. 

—In one’s own house, habits of 
thrift and dependability are 
fostered: there cultural pursuits, 
study or genial friendships 
grow and prosper. To own his 
house gives a man financial 
standing, a basis of credit, an 
assurance of stability. 

—But most of all a house makes 
a “home” possible; it turns a 
group of people into a family, 
gives a man’s children the feel¬ 
ing of fundamental family unity, 
and ties closer the bonds of 
love and affection.

T HIS column has been severely I 
criticised from time to time 
because of our effort to 
arouse the public to the danger 
of Communism in these United 
States. Too many people are in 
full sympathy with the movement 
and far too many more are just 
indifferent. But surely some reve¬ 
lations before a Congressional in¬ 
vestigating committee should 
cause every American to stop and 
think. 

John P. Frey of the American 
Federation of Labor charges that 
the C.I.O. is honeycombed with 
members of the Communist party, 
whose purpose is revolution. He 
charged that the transport work- j 
ers union which has a strangle- [ 
hold on New York City is “head¬ 
ed by four leading members of 
the Communist party who are 
working under orders of Moscow 
to Sovietize the American transit ! 
industry.” 

Mr. Frey does not deal in 
theories and suppositions but 
gives facts and figures, names ; 
and addresses. He lists 280 Com¬ 
munist party leaders who are on 
the C.I.O. payroll. He listed 60 
others high in the C.I.O. ranks [ 
who are Communists or closely! 
linked with the party. Among 
them is Harry Bridges, Pacific . 
Coast alien pet of Grandma Per¬ 
kins. 

Mr. Frey states that he has 
only just begun and at his next 
appearance before the committee 
will furnish the names of 230 
more known communists occupy¬ 
ing key positions in labor and in 
politics. 

Most truly does he assert: “It , 
is time the public knew the truth j 
about the efforts of the Commu¬ 
nist party in the United States to 
carry out the purpose of Moscow 
and the Third Internationale, 
which purpose is revolution.” 

More sensational perhaps, if 
possible, are the charges con¬ 
tained in a report just filed by 
Edward Sullivan, investigator for 
the House Committee. He charges j 
that unbridled and unchecked J 
Communist activities are being j 
financed from within the film In¬ 
dustry, and are being coached by 
high Federal officials. Sullivan 
declares that 60 percent of the 
labor strife on the Pacific Coast' 
has been caused by Harry 
Bridges and that he was aided 
and advised by officials of the La¬ 
bor Department while patriotic 
citizens were endeavoring to de¬ 
port him as an alien Communist. 

Mr. Sullivan also reports that 
Communist agitators among the 
agricultural workers of Cali¬ 
fornia are being financed by the 
film industry. Such incidents as 
these could be multiplied almost j 
indefinitely and there is nothing J 
new about them except the nam- J 
ing of names and production of 
the documents as evidence, j 
These accusations, however, put 
the administration squarely on 
the spot. The New Deal affilia¬ 
tion with the C.I.O. has been too j 
evident to be denied now. The j 
Labor Department, under Secre¬ 
tary Perkins, and the National 
Labor Relations Board have spon¬ 
sored, advised, aided and abetted 
the C.I.O. in all their destructive, 
subversive activities. And surely 
the American people cannot help 
but be aroused when it Is shown 
in black and white .that the men 
sponsored and encouraged by the 
Administration in its backing of 
the C.I.O. are 'seeking to over¬ 
throw the American government. 

The New Deal affiliation with 
the C.I.O. is, of course, political. 
Mr. Lewis tells Mr. Roosevelt 
what to do and he does it. There 
are too many votes back of him 
to be ignored. The general wel¬ 
fare is not an issue. Only the 
welfare and perpetuity of the 
New Deal is given consideration. 
And this policy has reduced the 
thinking, patriotic people of 
America to political impotence 
We have a situation now in which 
one-third of the voters are bought 
and paid for, with money belong¬ 
ing to the other two thirds. One 
third of the voters are bewildered 
and do not know what to think, 
or most probably, don’t know 
how to think. While the remain¬ 
ing third—the thinking patriotic 
third—are furious, but at present, 
futile. 

The problem for the New Deal 
opposition is to arouse this be¬ 
wildered third to a realization of 
the dangers that confront them, 
and not only them, but all the 
American people. 

And surely these revelations of 
Communist influence in our Na- 
tiinal affairs should arouse them, 
as a matter of self interest, to 
join with the liberty loving peo¬ 
ple of America to stop the revo¬ 
lution now, and end the Com¬ 
munist threat forever. We, nor | 
they, do not want Russia here.
